Attorney Whitloy made the final re 


marks for the defense, 
He begun by 


saying that ho had no bonnets to 
throw at tho prosecution or defense 
ho knew they wero both loyal, lit 
asked if it was right that a state's at 
toruoy should try to suppress testi- 
mony iu order to convict a man.

is his duty to invohtiguto and if a 
crime is found to be committed to 
bring tho criminal to justice, but that 
it was* not his duty to suppress evi- 
dence which would wive the accused 
from the gallows.

Tho only two 


living witnesses stiy that Tolford had 
a revolver.

If you are willing to take his opinion 
ugaiiiat the Hworn testimony theu it 
is useless for lawyers to talk to you. 


"There is no evidence that Clcvuu- 


ger had u motive of revenge or that ho 
| had an abandoned heart, but there was 
a motive of self defense. 
You have a 


right to lake into consideration the 
conduct of the deceased and the de- 
fendant. 
If you have no reasonable 


doubt us to Cloveuger'fl guilt you must 
convict him, but you cannot help mill- 
ing a reasonable doubt. This man has 
based his defense upon tho law of self 
defense, which has built around tliig 
man u barrier which will protect him 
against tho Htorm of Inn enemies. " 


Mr. Whitley then went on to say 


that he rogrotted the death ui1 Telford 
and had sympathy for his i'uthor and 
mother, but that was no reason why 
Cloveuger should be convicted. There 
was evidence to show that he was a 
law abiding and peaceful oitiwu. 
He 


suggested that murderers wore not 
made in u night, and that Clovenger 
did not suddenly become a murderer 
utter having lived !!(! years a peaceful 
citizen. 
Mr. Whitley said that a man 


who commits n cold blooded murder 
always sought to escape and never 
waited for tho oflicrrs to come afcer 
him. 


In closing Mr. Whitloy said: "You 


know the facts in tho case. 
Mr. Red- 


mon and Judge Nelson have explained 
everything and there would bo noth- 
ing else for me to do but rehash what 
lias been said. It I have said anything 
which does not apply to tho evidence 
I ask you to disregard it. 
You wil1 


consider deeply the testimony of this 
woman.

Audroseoggui river, February 15, 18'W; 


icmbor of tho select committee ou 


alcoholio liquor traffic, and during 
he session he presided several timos 
over the House iu couimitteo of this 
vhole. Mr. Diugley's first si«3ech in 
!ougro8» was made April 25, 18SS2, 
on "Protection to American Ship- 
)iug," tho Hoaso being iu committee 


if the whole ou tho bill to create a 


tariff commiusiou. 


In 1882 he was re-elected as a con- 


gressman at large for tho 44th Con- 
gress. At the open ing of Congress iu 
December, 1884, Speaker Carlisle ap- 
pointed him at tho head of the Repub- 
lican minority ou both the banking 
aud currency committee and the select 
committee on American fillip building 
and ship owning interests.

Sumatra, upon thc equator, "tbe hall- 


way house of the world," is one of the 
most beautifully situated ol tie islei 


f the summer was. 'J'he high moun- 
aln ridges on the west slope down and 
pread out in great green plains to the 
crtile eastern coasts, where the low 
iwamps at the. water's edge breed fatal 
.terms of tropical disease. The large 
ettlements und most of the attractive 
districts urc on thc west coast, the bills 
rising steeply from the ocean. Here 
hrives luxuriantly 
the coflea tree. 


Near Deli, on the straits of Malacca 
large arens have been devoted to to- 
bacco culture. On thc lower east coast 
estates more than 48,000 coolies toi 
with the ardor known only to the germ- 
proof people, in this malarial land.

are in striking contrast to the gentle 
Javanese.

As seen iu Sumatra,, tobacco planting 
which is the principal agricultural iu 
dtistry, is described as carried on intli 
most picturesque way in thc world 
The jungle is first cleared, and this is 
cobtlv and dilllcult undertaking. Who 
the ground him been laid us bare us po, 
sible by felling trees and firing thc in 
del-growth, (lie whole urea. IB plowe 
by buffalo tiams. This must be. col 
slantly cnrrled on, lib tobacco cim onl 
be grown for one y*ur, nnd then th 
ground must be allowed to rest for 
eight or ten years. After plowing the 
land must be thoroughly drained by 
means of expensive canals. Thc to- 
bacco seed K sown in the spring and 
carefully protected'from the sun by 
menus of matting. 


When a certain development has 


bcin reached the young plants ^are 
planted at equal distances apart. The 
tobacco plant iirrUes at innturilj about 
thc end of June.
